More Rain Tonight But 
With Lower Temperature 
That May Prevent Dis- 
aster—C., D. & M. Tracks 
Inundated — Many Fam- 
ilies In Lowlands Fleeing.

Columbus, March 27.—The weath- 


er bureau in Columbus issued 
a 


warning this rooming that the Scioto 
river here may reach the twenty foot 
stage within the next twelve hours. 
This would be one foot under flood 
stage. 


However, the weather bureau pre- 


dicted colder weather for tonight, 
along with more ram. 
It was hoped 


the colder weather would help check 
the rising waters. Several houses in 
the bottoms are surrounded with wa- 
ter. 
On the west side of the city, 


where the 1913 flood did so much 
damage, some families were report- 
ed to be moving their 
household 


jjoods to higher ground. 


Up to 1913 the flood stage in Co- 


lumbus was 17 feet. After the flood 
that year the levees were raised to 
21 feet. 
The high water this morn- 


ing had shifted a piling under the 
West Broad street bridge and heavy 
traffic over the structure was pro- 
hibited by the police. 


Water 
was 
reported 
seeping 


through 
the 
levee below Mound 
street this morning. 


Although 
the 
local 
weather 


bureau and city 
officials 
declared 


today that there was no danger of 
a flood, a continued rise 
in 
the 
Scioto river caused scores of fam- 
ilies living on the West Side of the 
city to move their household goods 
to higher ground. 


Several schools and many shops 


on the West Side, where the 1913 
flood took a toll of more than 90 


,, lives, were closed today because of 
* the activity of residents in moving 


their furniture. 
Only fifteen of sev- 


eral hundred children reported this 
morning at the Fieser 
school and 


they were dismissed. 
At the Dana 


avenue school only five reported. 


Early this morning the 
weather 


bureau here issued a warning that 
the Scioto river would reach the 20 
foot stage some time tonight. 
As 


the levees were raised to 
21 feet 


after the 1913 flood, 
it was

nounced there would be no danger. 


City trucks 
were 
loaded 
with 


sandbags and were being kept in 
readiness should any of the levees 
spring serious leaks.

<N ut in order to tollow out certain 
important new leads we will hold the 
grand jury ovei until tomorrow." 


The district attorney declines to 


reveal the nature of the new clues, 
but intimated that others might be 
involved in the alleged murder plot 
and that turther investigation might 
disclose that there was to have been 
more than one victim.

It is known that Villa 
Is almost destitute of both supplies 
and ammunition and the dead and 
dying uorses found along his trail 
give evidence of his desperate haste 
and need.

Once safely in the 
midst cf the

one of tremendous difficulty. 
This 
country Is inhabited by the Tarahu- 
mare Indians, one of the most dis- 
tinctive tribes In Mexico.

ACTIVITY NEAR SALONIKI 


General Resume of Land, 


Sea and Air Operations, 
Made Up From Official 
Reports From Different 
Capitals Indicate More 
Activity Upon Sea and 
Several Vessels Sunk. 


Continuation of a violent bombard- 


ment east of the Meuse river, north 
ot Verdun, indicates the probability 
that new attacks bv the Germans 
may be expected in that direction. 
The front between Douaumont and 
Vaux is bearing the brunt of the at- 
tack. 


The Balkan theater of war is at- 


tracting renewed attention by rea- 
son of the increasing activity north 
ot Saloniki, where the skirmishing 
between Teutonic allies and entente 
torces that has been proceeding for 
some days is now apparently taking 
the torm of a general attack against 
the Franco-British lines. It is not 
believed in entente circles in Athens, 
however, that serious attempt at the 
captuie of Saloniki is intended. 


Berlin declares 
that Saturday's 


British air raid on a German avia- 
tion base on the north Frisian coast 
was a complete failure. The British 
have admitted the loss of three sea- 
planes and a torpedo boat destroyer. 


T\vo German armed trawlers were 


sunk and the German admiralty re- 
ports tnat one. Germ'an torpedo boat 
is missing. 


It is now believed" that no Ameri- 


can lives were lost when the steamer 
Sussex was blown up in the English 
channel last Friday.

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Tariff Commission Bill Is 


Introduced and Explained 


as Administration Measure 
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Washington, March 27.—A revis- 


ed bill for permanent non-partisan 
tariff commission on lines suggested 
by President Wilson and which, it is 
said, has received his full approval, 
was introduced in the house today 
by Representative RaSney of Illinois, 
ranking Democratic member of 
the 


ways and means committee. 


"The bill, in its present form has 


the approval of the administration 
and will be the administration mea- 
sure on this sublect," Mr. Rainey de- 
clared in a statement accompanying 
the measure. 


"It will.be supported by all the 


democratic members of the ways and 
moans committee and it is hoped it 
will receive the support of the Re- 
publican members of that comjplt- 
tee. The bill is as nearly non-parti- 
san as it is possible to wake It." 


The bill would provide for the ap- 


pointment of six commissioners 
at 


$10,000 a year each, no more than 
three of whom can belong to tke 
same" political party. The first ap- 
pointments are to be made for two, 
four, six, eight, ten and twelve years, 
after which the terms of office of 
all are to bo for twelve years. The 


chairman and vice-chairman must be 
elected biennially, according to the 
terms of the bill. The duties of the 
commisson are to investigate the ad- 
ministrative and fiscal effects of the 
customs laws of this country, rela- 
tions between the rates of duty OB 
raw materials, and finisher products, 
effects of ad valorem and of specific 
duties, all questions relative to 
schedules and classification of arti- 
cles in the law and to put all in Its 
possession at the disposal of the pres- • 
ident, the house ways and means 
committee, and the senate commit* 
tee on finance.
